fascination of violence in 


his futile and lonely and brood-

The salient fart about him 


was his alienation from human-

Nothing within liini, it 
would seem, bound him to the 
President or to the governor ns 
human beings.

T h e first need of the country 
Is to take to heart the n a tu re 
of this unspeakable crime. Then? 
is no public crisis at home or 
abro ad which demands such in­

Not Dallas Alone 
W h a t 
happened 
in 
Dallas 
could, to be sure, have h a p ­ 
pened in another city.

the President was not the first 


a<t of political violence in th at 
city, but one in a .series. 
The m an 
w ho is now the 
President of th e United States 
was m anhandled by his fellow 
Texans. T h e m an who repro­ 
of tits th e United Slates at tho 
United N ations was spat upon. 
In this atm osphere of politi­ 
cal violence lived the President ' n 
m urderer, him self addicted ti? 
tho 
fascination of violence in 
Ins futile and lonely and brood­ 
ing existence. 
T he salient fact 
about him, 
w as his alienation from hum an ­ 
ity, from country, family and 
friends. N othing within him, it 
would seem, bound him to the 
President or to the governor as 
hum an beings. No human feel­ 
ing stayed his hand. 
Alienation 
In Ins alienation. Lee Oswald 
turned to the left. But that was 
incidental. Those who assaulted 
Lyndon Johnson and Adlai Stev­ 
enson had turn ed to the right. 
T h e comm on characteristic o f 
all of them w as their alienation, 
the loss of their ties, the rup ­ 
tu re of tile comm unity, 
An ex trem ist is an outs-ider. 
For him, 
th e 
government in 
W ashington is an invading con­ 


queror. T here is no limit, th ere ­ 
fore, to his hatred which feeds 
upon the venom of malice, slan­ 
d er and hallucination. 
In Dallas today th ere is much 
searching of conscience, and w-ell 
there should be. For Dallas has 
long been conspicuous for its 
tolerance of extrem ists Hod for 
th e inability of its decent citi­ 
zens, undoubtedly the great m a ­ 
jority. to restrain the extrem ists 
and restore a condition of hon­ 
est and tem perate and reason­ 
able discussion. 
It was comforting, therefore, 
to read on Sunday 
that 
tho 
m ay o r of Dallas, E arle Cabell, 
had said th at "each of us. in 
prayerful reflection, m ust search 
his 
heart 
and 
determ ine if, 
through intem perate word or 
deed, we might have contributed 
in some fashion to the move­ 
m en t of this mind across the 
brink of insanity." 
W e must all follow the m ayor 
of Dallas in that prayerful re­ 
flection. For it is only too ea*y 
to forget that in a free coun­ 
tr y there must he not only lib­ 
e rty and equality, bul also fia- 
ternitv. 
H atred And Venom 
The onlv solace for the n a ­ 


tion’s s h a m e and grief can coma 
from a purge or at least the re ­ 
duction of the hatred and venom 
which lie so close to the su r­ 
face of ou r national life. 
W e have allowed the com ­ 
m unity of th e American people 
to he ren t w ith enmity. Only if 
and as we ra n find our way b ark 
into the American comm unity 
will we find our way bark to 
confidence in the American des­ 
tiny. 
We must stop the flow of the 
poison that 
w hen men d iffer 
say about taxes or civil rights 
or Russia, limy cannot be re ­ 
conciled by persuasion and de­

.." Over three centuries ago our forc- 
•'ialhers in Virginia and in Massachu- 


setts far from home in a lonely wilder- 
ness set aside a time for thanksR-iviiiff. 
. On the appointed day, they gave rev- 
. ."ei'ent thanks for their safety, for the 
-."-health of their children, for the fertility 
"of their fields, for the laws which bound 
"them together and for iho faith which 
united them under their Cod. 


So, too when the Colonies achieved 


their independence, our (irsl President 
in the first year of his first adminislra- 
tion proclaimed November 2(1, 1789, as 
"a day of public Hiaiiksgivins1 and pray- 
er to bo observed 
by 
acknowledging 


with grateful hearts the njany signal 
favors of Almighty God" and called 
vi|X3ii the people of the new republic to 
"beseech Him to pardon our national 
and other transgressions . . . to promote 
the knowledge and practice of true re- 
ligion and virtue . . . and generally to 
grant unto all mankind such a degree of 
temporal prosperity as He alone knows 
to be best." 


And so too in the midst of America's 


tragic Civil War, President Lincoln pro- 
claimed the last Thursday of November, 
18!i3, as a day to renew our gratitude 
for America's "fruitful fields" J'or our 
"national strength and vigor" and for 
our "singular deliverance 
and 
bles- 


sings." 


Much time has passed since the first 


Colonists came to rocky shores and dark 
forests of an unknown continent, much 
time since President Washington led a 
young people into the experience of na- 
tionhood, much time since 
President 


Lincoln 
saw 
the 
American nation 


through the ordeal of fraternal war — 
and in these years our population, our 
plenty and our power have all grown 
. apace. 


Today we are a nation of nearly two 


hundred million souls, stretching from 
coast to coast, on into the Pacific and 
north toward the Arctic, a nation enjoy- 
ing the fruits of an ever-expanding ag- 
riculture and industry and achieving 
standards of living unknown in previous 
history.

We give our humble thanks for this. 
Yet, as our power has grown, so has 


our peril. Today we give our thanks, 
most of all, for the ideals of honor and 
faith we inherit from our forefathers 
-—for the decency of purpose, steadfast- 
ness of resolve and strength of will, for 
the courage and the humility, which 
they jxjssessed and which we must seek 
very day to emulate. 


As we express our gratitude, we must 


never forget that the hip;hesl apprecia- 
tion is not to titter words hut to live by 
them. 


Let us therefore proclaim our grati- 


tude to Providence for manifold bles- 
sings—.let its be humbly thankful for 
inherited ideals—and let us resolve to 
share those blessings and those ideals 
with our fellow human beings through- 
out the world. 


Now, 
therefore, T, John V. Kennedy, 


President of the United States, in con- 
sonance with the joint resolution of 
Congress approved December 2(i, mil, ' 
55 Stat. 8(W (5 U.S.C. 87 B) designating 
the fourth Thursday of November in 
each year as Thanksgiving Day do here- 
by proclaim Thursday, November 123, 
19(>3 as a day of national thanksgiving. 


On that day let us gather in sanctuar- 


ies dedicated to worship and in homes 
blessed by family affection to express 
our gratitude for the glorious gifts of 
God; and let us ernestly and humbly 
pray that He will continue to guide and 
sustain us in the great unfinished tasks 
of achieving peace, justice and under- 
standing among all men and all nations 
and of ending misery and 
suffering 


wherever they exist.

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President Kennedy's 
Thanksgiving Proclamation 


This is the text of tile Thanksgiving 
Day Proclamation issued Nov. 5 by the 
late President John F. Kennedy. 
It was 
his last proclamation and one of his last 
official statem ents: 


Over three centuries ago our fore­ 
fathers in Virginia and in Massachu­ 
setts far from home in a lonely wilder­ 
ness set aside a time for thanksgiving. 


On the appointed day, they gave rev­ 
erent thanks for their safety, for the 
health of their children, for the fertility 
of their fields, for the laws which bound 
them together and for the faith which 
united them under their God. 


So, too when the Colonies achieved 
their independence, our first President 
in the first year of his first administra­ 
tion proclaimed November 26, I TSP. as 
“a day of public thanksgiving and pray­ 
er to be observed 
by 
acknowledging 
with grateful hearts the njanv signal 
favors of Almighty God" and called 
upon the i>eople of the new republic to 
“beseech Him to pardon our national 
and other transgressions . . . to promote 
the knowledge and practice of true re­ 
ligion and virtue . . . and generally to 
grant unto all mankind such a degree of 
temporal prosperity as He alone knows 
to be best.” 
And so too in the midst of America’s 
tragic Civil War, ’’resident Lincoln pro­ 
claimed the last Thursday of November, 
J 863, as a day to renew our gratitude 
for America’s “fruitful fields" for our 
“national strength and vigor” and for 
our “singular deliverance 
and 
bles­ 
sings.” 


Much time has passed since the first 
Colonists came to rocky shores and dark 
forests of an unknown continent, much 
time since President Washington led a 
young people into the experience of na­ 
tionhood, much time since President 
Lincoln 
saw 
the 
American 
nation 
through the ordeal of fraternal war — 
and in these years our population, our 
plenty and our power have all grown 
apace. 


Today we are a nation of nearly two 
hundred million souls, stretching from 


c o a s t to coast, on into the Pacific and 
north toward the Arctic, a nation enjoy­ 
ing the fruits of an ever-expanding ag­ 
riculture and industry and achieving 
standards of living unknown in previous 
history. 


We give our humble thanks for this. 


Yet, as our power has grown, so has 
our peril. Today we give our t h a n k s , 
most of all. for the ideals of honor and 
faith we inherit from our f o r e f a t h e r s 
- for the decency of purjjose, steadfast­ 
ness of resolve and strength o f will, for 
the courage and the humility, which 
they possessed and which we must seek 
very day to emulate. 
As we e x p r e s s our gratitude, we must 
never forget that the highest apprecia­ 
tion is not to utter words but to live by 
them. 


Let us therefore proclaim our grati­ 
tude to Providence for manifold bles­ 
sings -let its be humbly thankful for 
inherited ideals 
and let us resolve to 
share those blessings and those ideals 
with our fellow human beings through­ 
out the world. 


Now, therefore, T, John F. Kennedy, 
President of the United States, in con­ 
sonance with the joint 
resolution 
of 
Congress approved December 2(1, IOU, 
55 Stat. 862 (5 I'.S.C. 87 B) designating 
the fourth Thursday of November in 
each year as Thanksgiving Day do here­ 
by proclaim Thursday, November 28, 
1963 as a day of national thanksgiving. 
On that day let us gather in sanctuar­ 
ies dedicated to worship and in homes 
blessed by family affection to express 
our gratitude for the glorious gifts of 
God; and let us ernestly and humbly 
pray that He will continue to guide and 
sustain us in the great unfinished tasks 
of achieving peace, justice and under­ 
standing among all men and all nations 
and of ending misery 
and 
suffering 
wherever they exist. 
John F. Kennedy
